More Law Reform ||i(eeded. 

Wo bold il as a maxihi thttt it iithe 
duty of ■ the State to inake its'Iaws 
known unto the people. The latter 
are presumed to know the law, as no 
one is allowed to allege bis ignorance 
of it. "Ignorentia juria non excuaat' 
is a fundaiuental luaxim of the law. 
' As, then , every perso n is yound by 
the law and cannot, when haviiig vio- 
lated it. show as his excuse that he 
. was not iwota of It ,r all IvUL oreoiiily. 
agree that the authorities ought to 
make the laws as ■wicTeiy known 'as' 
possible. We can recall to pur minds 
» well-know practice among the early 
KoTiiaas which \vii3, in direct violation 
of the i)rinciplo we are colitdnding 
for. Tlio forms of practice and pro- 
cfiodingg at law were kept seftrot from 
the coinuion pooplo by tho pontitic<J8, 
the iiitnprctora of the law, so that, 
thc3ir clionis woiiUl be obli<!e(l (o re- 
tain them to proHoc'iite their aiiits; but 
Appiua Claiidiii.4 Ciuciis, one of tliii 
poutifices, hnviug luado a collectiou oi! 
thfiin fihout the vour of the foiiiida- 
tiou of tho oit-y, 'll?>, his secretary, 
Cuoius Flavius, stole it and publi.shed 
them to t.he world under the title of 
the "Flavian Civil Law." Wo, how- 
ever, live under happier times, and- 
see the laws of each session published 
and distributed throughout the land. 
What we wi.sh to do by this artielo is 
to call tho attention of our rulers to a 
violation of our luaxim. The County 
■Courts being essentially the poor man's 
^courts, are established, not by oiuxet- 
ments in extmso, which ooukl bo reiul by 
all who wish to prosecute or defend in 
the Courts, but arc introdnocj en bloc in 
tho following words: "So much of tho 
following enactraents of the Imperial 
Parliament of the Uuited Kingdom, 
viz: tho 9 and 10 Victoria, chapter, \\'->\ 
IB and 14 Victoria, chapter (11; 14 and 
15 Victoria, chapter 52; 15 and Hi 
, • "Victoria, chapter 54; and 19 and 20 
' victoria, chapter 108, as are applica- 
blo to this colony, are hereby adopt- 
ed and enacted us the laws of this col- 
ony, subject to the proviwiuns hert in- 
af tor contained." jbee Kevised Sta- 
tutas of B. C, No. 1)5, sec. 2.] By the 
14th Sec. of the saiuo Act, until rules 
are made by the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, "the practice iu such Courts 
ami tho fees to be taken therein shall 
iu all things or nearly as may Ije con- 
form to the practice, fees and other 
matters established in and regulating 
County Courts in England in A. D. 
1858." Surely, at the time of the pas- 
ging of the above Act there wore legal 
gontlenien ui the Province who could 
have taken the scissors and cut out 
the various English eoactments to be 
introduced, and the Legislature could 
have enacted them so that they might 
have been distributed over the land. 
"\\')io now among the peo]jlo can have 
access to these Euglisii Statutes io 
know how to proceed with their cases? 
' and'wbo better'thau the Legislature 
decide the question which they shirk 
a^a to how much of these enact- 
ments are applicable to Brili.sh Col- 
umbia? Who decides tliis question 
now ? The Couuty Judges with an 
appeal to the Supreme Court, all at 
the expense of the suitors; and as mi 
rules have been made, how are 
the public to have access to English 
rules oidy to be had at great expense 
and when had how ditHcull it is to ap- 
ply forms and procedures made for an- 
other country. We hold it is tbo 
bomnloii duty of tho QoverDment to con 
soliduto all tlii; -Icta relating to the Conn 
ty Court, auil have proper rales of pruo- 
tice' witb fnrins flbadb, 'ih'akiDg suuu 
ohangeB na the oiroamstaneos of thin Pro- 
vinpc, (lill'ariuK from England, reiiniro 
Lul tlii^m bu ijiiblisht.'il uud broiiglit with- 
in tby reach cf the public, and then poo 
pie tmiiiK out of tho reach of legal a^sist- 
.'uicc in Victoria will be able to guide 
thumsdvus in their buxiaess with the 
..'CJourt, If we turn f to the Provinoo of 
Ootario we see that the Legisluture have 
disolmrgod their duty totlie public in os- 
tal)lishiiig (liort; inferior oonrls cnllrd 
JJivl.^l'J^ ( 'ourt.s. By tho lydi clmptor of 
iu-r (Jousolictatfld StatateB.these courtH are 
1 <';.;ii latoii ia 219 'deo'tiona 'in extenxu, -o 
that he who rups can read. Provision is 
made for ruins of practice and forms to 
be made by the County, Judges, and they 
;ivt' mixlo mid (1istribiit(3d throu^diout the 
land, .'iiid thereby tho eoinpiett! law of th(! 
e.stul)iinhinont, proceoilinga mid praotico 
of thedO courts, whieli arc int(iiided for 
tho [loor luun and goiuTttlly witiiout

Thoro are a 
iiuiiibcr (i( tho passeno-ors hero who 
can teslif}' the same uiul.who experion- 
cod tbe same treutmeut irom Capt. 
Moore, amongst whom I may enumer- 
ate Mr. Lenniug, Mr. Lorgo, Mr. Ed- 
waiils, Mr, SLocker, and many otliora;

Laketown, July 25th, 
EnrroB Colonist.— A great excite- 
ment has broken out iu the neighbor- 
hood of McDamo tireok, and c|iiite a 
number of new "strikes ' uro reported. 
These are all in beucbes, and but lit- 
tle difficulty is experienced in working 
them. 

This country (MoDame) appears to 
be the centre of attraction at preseiat 
und every boat which leu.vos for be- 
low ia loaded with men und freight. 
This, togotber with the fact that nour- 
ly all tho clitiniH on Ueaso have uoin- 
monced active operations, has left our 
little town as quiet as a couutry vil 
lago. In tbe meantime, not a fe w 
claims on Lhi.s crook ara paying vo- 
markably well ; and some which last 
year almost impoverislied tho sliai-o- 
holders aro, at tlio presout writing, 
recording favorable nnd encouraging 
"wash ups'; and taking the whole lii-- 
trict through we may look for this 
season to equal if not surpass last. It 
may bo safely predicted that for a 
long time to come Cas.siar will con- 
tinue to form quite an important cor- 
ner of British Oolumbia. 

Now, in view of those facts, the 
people here are not only disappoint- 
od nnd surprised, but feel Iheinselvus 
unkindly dealt witli by tlio t)pposition 
which was shown Mr. Kobson's mo- 
tion to make Cassiar au electoral dis- 
trict, and there is no doubt but nu ex 
prossion of the feelings of the people 
with regard to tho t^amo will shortly 
be made known, and that in such a 
manner as to lea^'e 110 doubt as to the 
sincerity of its motive. 

Up to the time of writing no infor- 
mation has reached us as to the where- 
abouts of Mr. Martin, of the fi.m of 
.Martin & Hart of this place. It ni)- 
jjoarH that his train was about to leave 
Telegraph Creek for Daase Like, and 
Mr. Martiu started on horseback 
ahead. But on the train reaehiui,' the 
second North Fork, they found that 
he had not made liis apjieaience at 
that point. This was on last Satui- 
day, and although diligent search lias 
been made, nothing has an yet tran- 
spired as to his fate. As soon as the 
news reached here, Mr. Hart started 
out to prosecute a search. Many are 
tho conjectures as regard iiis fate, and 
whether ha hiisacci len'ally talceii a bv- 
P'itb aud got bewildered iu tiie woods, 
or the Indians have gobbled hiui up, 
it is hard to say. In the meantiniH 
we ire anxiously waiting further par 
tieiilars. 

Fannin lias returned from tbe Stick - 
een. He reports bavin;,' failed tn 
reach the point on the river for wiiieb 
be was making, and, outside the liars 
on the main river lie found nothing. 
On his way back ho pas-ed a jiarty of 
five men under tho comniaiid of Mr. 
Hunk Elliot. They were IniilJiiitr a 
a boat just below the month of 
Cla-pau river. They were provisioned 
for four months and intend reinainiiiL' 
on the Stickeeu till driveu out by eokl 
weather. 

A few Gxporiments have boon Iriod 
this season witbrogaid to vegetable 
growing, and the lesulls so far are not 
by any moans unsatisfactory, lii Mr. 
J, Clearihue's garden are to be a^en 
very good samples of radish, turnips 
anil lettuce. 

Ti'o portly form of ex-mayor Harris 
is now amongst us;lie arrived twodays 
ago.

McDaue Cbees, June 16th. 
Deak H. — I went ou the illfated ex- 
pedition to Delore Iiiver last fall, nnd 
liave a sad tale to tell you. There 
were two parties 011 the river. Our 
jiarty consisted of eleven men and 
tliroe boats. We went down D<.a--e 
river two hundred miles aud struck 
tho Delore. "\Vo went up that rivt r 
about two luuulred miles and were 
thou frozen in. We built houses for 
the wintor, all hands appan.-ntly in 
good health. Went into winter quar 
ters ou the 19th of October. By the 
first of NoN ornbor, when onr houses 
were -all built, houk! "1 the men com- 
plained of jiaiiis in their higs. We 
supposed them to be rlKuimatics ; but 
lUeso limbb turned black as jut. Wo 
then saw it wus scurvy a desease we 
knew nothing about. Tiie ])oor men 
soon got liel[)leHs und had to bo lifted. 
Why think! Seven out of ideveii 
down and all coinplaiiiiiig. Two were 
entirely hel[)less, two could lioblile on 
crutches; myself nnd two (brinaii's 
built a cabin together and took in one 
poor follow who had a smoky house 
and was getting down with scurvy 
Shortly after my two cabin mates wore 
taken down and soon all got li Ipless. 
You can iiuagino my situaiion witli 
thr(!0 helpless ilou ou my hands. Tiioy 
were so bad that I had to call in the 
neiglibors to lift them in and out of 
bed. 'I'liree [loor lellows ill luir eaiup 
died aud wero biiiicd sulo by ;-idi', 
Their graves iniiik tlio s;te of the inel- 
aiiclloly c,aiil|) on the iJ.ilort!. I wrote 
to tho GoTtninieiit Agent last Janu- 
ary, praying that the GovernmenL 
would aid our unfortunate compan- 
ions. Had thoy sent in half a di>zeu 
Indians with somo vegetables and 
preserved fruit, it, w mid 111 ail prooa- 
bility have HhVid tlu; livt b of hoiho of 
tho poor fellows. 1 am sorry to tinnk 
that the ^overnmeut looked ou with 
cold-hearted indifference, aud saw tho 
poor follows linger and die in this 
bleak and dosolato eliino. (Jur parly 
decided tlial I should tako llio remain- 
ing sick and try uud roach Deasu 
Lako, with our boat nUilo thoy re* 



inaiiied to prospect further. I met a 
11 !i( f boat at McDame Creok, sent by 
the miners, to whom we are verv triafe- 
ful. . Jerky \V. "Woods. 

Laketown, Cassiar, July 27th. 
Editou Coi,oni8t:— I arrived here in 
May nnd have been at woi:k over since 
putting in wheels aud pumps, boat 
huil.lirig, etc. Waives, ^lo per day. 
Tho weather has been very fine— quite 
equal to that of Victoria. ' The miners 
aro all very busy. Tlio majority have 
begun to take out gold, and from ap- 
poai aaces there will be a fair return 
for their labor this season. Things 
are lively on Thibort Creek and Mc- 
Dame is promising well. Altogether, 
the prospects are magniflceut. B.
